Dear  Governor  Lane: 

I  am  pleased  to  transmit  herewith  for  your  information  the  "Second 
Compendium  of  State  Research  Activities,"  prepared  by  the  State 
Planning  Commission  with  the  cooperation  of  92  State  agencies  and 
institutions. 

This  report  supplements  the  first  "Compendium  of  State  Research 
Activities,"  issued  by  the  Commission  in  May  1948.  Because  of  the 
wide  public  interest  and  demonstrated  value  of  the  Inventory  taken  last 
year,  the  Commission  undertook  to  sponsor  a  Second  Inventory  of  State 
Research  Activities  this  year. 

In  response  to  the  Commission's  Inventory,  conducted  in  accordance 
with  Chapter  596  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  28  State  divisions  reported  a  total 
of  194  current  research  projects.  Of  this  number.  State  agencies  account 
for  145  studies  and  State  academic  institutions  for  49.  Since  the 
University  of  Maryland  declined  to  participate  in  this  year's  survey,  the 
listings  for  the  State's  institutions  of  higher  education  are  necessarily 
incomplete. 

On  the  basis  of  the  reports  submitted  by  the  State  agencies,  it  was 
determined  that  the  State's  major  research  efforts  are  currently  being 
devoted  to  the  fields  of  Conservation  and  Water  Resources  and  of 
Health  and  Public  Welfare.  It  is  noteworthy  that  in  the  latter  category 
26  projects  are  concerned  specifically  with  problems  of  the  mentally  ill. 

Your  Commission  gratefully  acknowledges  the  interest  and  encourage- 
ment you  have  shown  in  the  preparation  of  this  report  and  also  the 
cooperation  of  the  92  State  agencies  who  made  it  possible.

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FOREWORD 

In  accordance  with  Chapter  596  of  the  Acts  of  1947,  the  Maryland 
State  Planning  Commission  initiated  last  year  an  Inventory  of  State 
Research  Activities.  In  response  to  the  survey,  a  total  of  508  research 
projects  being  conducted  by  State  agencies  in  behalf  of  the  State  and /or 
its  political  subdivisions  was  reported  by  30  agencies.  On  the  basis  of 
the  wide  public  interest  and  demonstrated  value  of  the  first  survey,  the 
Commission  sponsored  a  Second  Inventory  of  State  Research  Activities 
in  January  of  this  year.  The  results  of  this  Inventory  are  presented 
herein. 

The  Second  Compendium  of  State  Research  Activities  follows 
substantially  the  format  and  presentation  of  the  original  Compendium 
published  in  May  1948.  Part  I  reports  145  research  projects  which  are 
currently  being  conducted,  or  have  recently  been  completed,  by  26 
State  agencies.  The  projects  are  grouped  according  to  subject  matter 
imder  11  different  headings.  One  category.  Housing,  has  been  dropped 
this  year,  and  two  have  been  added,  namely,  Agricultiural  Economics 
and  Marketing  and  Recreation.  Part  II  reports  current  research 
activities  at  the  State's  academic  institutions.  A  total  of  49  projects  is 
listed  for  Morgan  State  College  and  St.  Mary's  Seminary — Junior 
College.  It  has  not  been  possible  to  include  a  listing  of  the  research 
projects  of  the  University  of  Maryland,  who  declined  to  participate  in 
the  Second  Inventory  of  State  Research  Activities. 

The  accompanying  tables  show  the  distribution  of  the  194  research 
projects  reported.  For  the  State  agencies,  Table  1  indicates  that  33.1% 
of  research  is  devoted  to  problems  in  Conservation  and  Water  Re- 
sources. This  subject  continues  to  head  the  list  of  State  research  activi- 
ties. Health  and  Public  Welfare,  which  accounts  for  26.9%  of  the  pro- 
jects reported,  showed  the  greatest  increase  in  the  number  of  new 
studies  undertaken  since  last  year.  It  is  noteworthy  that  26  of  the 
projects  in  this  category  are  devoted  to  the  problems  of  the  mentally 
ill.  Third  in  the  number  of  current  research  projects,  Employment  and 
Economic  Trends,  recorded  the  second  largest  increase  in  studies  for 
the  year.  The  total  number  of  research  projects  being  conducted  by 
State  agencies  rose  from  112  in  1948  to  145  this  year. 

Table  2  lists  by  department  the  48  research  projects  reported  by 
Morgan  State  College.  The  Departments  of  English  and  of  History  and 
Political  Science  account  for  the  greatest  number  of  studies,  with 
Biology  and  Sociology  holding  second  place.  It  is  regrettable  that  a 
report  of  all  research  projects  at  the  State's  academic  institutions  can- 
not be  given  in  this  Compendium.  While  the  University  of  Mary- 
land did  not  submit  a  report  this  year,  its  research  activities  of  last  year 
showed  a  major  concentration  in  the  Colleges  of  Agriculture  and  Medi- 
cine. 

New  studies  requested  by  the  1949  Session  of  the  General  Assembly 
are  compiled  in  Appendix  A.  The  92  State  agencies  who  participated  in 
the  Second  Inventory  of  State  Research  Activities  are  listed  in  Appendix 
B.  To  all  these  agencies  the  State  Planning  Commission  offers  grateful 
appreciation  for  their  wholehearted  cooperation  and  interest  during  the 
taking  of  the  Inventory.

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APPENDIX  C 

LAWS  OF  MARYLAND 

ACTS  OF  1947 

CHAPTER  596 

AN  ACT  to  add  a  new  section  to  Article  88C  of  the  Annotated  Code  of 
Maryland  (1939  Edition),  title  "State  Planning  Commission",  said 
new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  5A  and  to  follow  immediately 
after  Section  5  of  said  Article,  relating  to  certain  research  work  being 
conducted  or  undertaken  by  the  several  State  departments,  officials 
and  agencies. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland^ 
That  a  new  section  be  and  it  is  hereby  added  to  Article  88C  of  the 
Annotated  Code  of  Maryland  (1939  Edition),  title  "State  Planning 
Commission",  said  new  section  to  be  known  as  Section  5A,  to  foUow 
immediately  after  Section  5  of  said  Article,  and  to  read  as  follows: 

5A.  The  State  Planning  Commission  is  hereby  authorized,  for  the 
information  of  the  several  departments  and  officials  of  the  State  and 
the  public,  to  compile  and  make  available,  at  such  time  or  times  as  it 
may  deem  desirable,  a  list  or  inventory  of  current  research  being  con- 
ducted by  the  several  State  departments,  institutions,  officials  or  agen- 
cies on  questions  or  subjects  affecting  or  relating  to  the  work  or  activi- 
ties of  any  department  or  agency  of  the  State.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of 
every  State  department,  institution,  official  or  agency  which  is  conduct- 
ing, or  imder  whose  supervision  or  control  is  being  conducted,  any  re- 
search work  as  above  prescribed,  to  report  to  the  State  Planning  Com- 
mission as  to  such  research  work,  the  nature  and  purpose  of  the  study 
and  anticipated  date  of  its  completion  and  probable  publication.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  whenever  such  department,  institution,  official  or 
agency  is  conducting  research  on  matters  which,  if  disclosed  or  made 
public,  would  be  against  public  interest  or  tend  to  impede  or  obstruct 
such  research,  then,  with  the  permission  of  the  State  Planning  Com- 
mission the  department,  institution,  official  or  agency  may  be  excused 
from  reporting  on  such  matters.  In  the  event  of  dispute  between  the 
State  Planning  Commission  and  any  department,  institution,  official 
or  agency  as  to  whether  or  not  any  subject  of  research  should  be  so 
reported,  the  matter  shall  be  referred  to  the  Governor  whose  decision 
shaU  be  final. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this  Act  shall  take  effect 
June  1,  1947.
